Community rallies to cheer ill youth

A Romulus limousine 
owner, a Van Buren business- 
man and a group of police offi- 
cers worked together to lift the 
spirits of 16-year-old leukemia 
patient Raymond Reffitt last 
week. 

The combined efforts of 
George Mennie of Advance 
Limouseine Service in Ro- 
mulus, Darrel Ibach, owner of 
D&R Auto Parts, Van Buren 
Public Safety Director Mark 
Perkins and Officer Larry King 
provided Raymond with a visit 
from former Red Wings goalie 
Eddie Mio and a limousine 
ride with the youth’s hockey 
hero. 

The white stretch limousine 
whisked Mio, now associated 
with Matrix Sales Group in 
Sterling Heights, and an entou 
rage of Van Buren Township 
officials to Raymond’s home in 
Van Buren Township where 
the former Red Wing player 
visited with the youth. Mio 
brought autographed pictures 
of hockey great Wayne Gretzky 
and himself and presented 
Raymond with hats bearing 
Red Wing and Kings emblems. 

“He’s been excited about 
this all day,” said his mother 
Anna Wade. “Raymond is a big 
hockey fan.” 

Lately, Raymond Reffitt has 
had a mixture of good days and 
bad days resulting h orn his ill 


ness. The family’s hope that a 
bone marrow transplant would 
provide a miraculous return to 
health for Raymond has not 
materialized, and the youth is 
continuing to fight a day to-day 
battle with the ravages of the 
disease. 

Raymond and his mother 
have been through a series of 
battles, beginning with her ef- 
forts to gain approval for the 
bone marrow transplant from 
her insurance provider. Next, 
came the challenge to collect 
some $35,000 in uninsured ex- 
penses connected with the 
procedure. Finally, came the 
six month hospitalization and 
painful treatment that began 
when Anna Wade was selected 
to be the bone marrow donor. 

Faculty and students at 
North Middle School helped 
with fund raising events and 
the Moose Lodge 934 spoil 
sored a dinner to aid in paying 
the expenses. 

On April 24, 1991, the day 
before his 15th birthday, Ray- 
mond was admitted to Harper 
Hospital to begin preparations 
for the bone marrow trans 
plant. Anna Wade entered the 
hospital on May 2. 

“I can’t say that it wasn’t 
painful. It was. I went through 
some bad times during those 
six months,” said Anna Wade 
in a June 3 interview. “I was at 
a low point, but I’m doing bet- 
ter now. Raymond has days 
when he’s up and days when 


he’s down. He'd like to do the 
things that other 16 year olds 
do, and it’s hard on him when 
he can’t. He’s taking driver’s 
education and he’d like to 
drive a car.” 

Through the Grant a Wish 
Foundation, Raymond was 
able to make a trip to Disney 
world with his mother. He was 
also treated to a Tigers bal 
lgame recently. 

Raymond has been advised 
to avoid environments where 
he might be exposed to ill 
nesses, but the yo.uth and his 
mother feel that he cannot cut 
himself off from people even if 
his contacts provide some dan 
ger. In fact, although Raymond 
has been taking school lessons 
at home, he hopes to be able to 
attend classes at Belleville 
High School when he enters 
the 10th grade next semester. 

Ibach, the owner of the 
home that Wade rents, has 
been concerned about the fam 
ily since he first heard of Ray- 
mond’s illness. 

At the time, Wade and her 
family were living in Romulus 
and were looking for a place to 
live where Raymond could 
keep his pet cat, Ibach said. 
Fortunately, Ibach had a 
rental home that was vacant, 
and the Wade family moved in. 

“I know that Raymond is a 
hockey fan, so I contacted Ed 
die Mio and asked him to come 
out to see him.” 


Mayor’s letter stings

religion?” 

McAnally also expressed 
concern over Lindquist-

day.” She wrote, “Neither I nor 
anyone else has the right to 
dictate to any employee how 
he or she spends their earned 
personal time.” 

The spokeswoman refer-

Legislator favors ending property tax for schools

cent is a radical proposal, but 
could be a much easier way to 
solve the current school fund- 
ing crisis statewide, he said.

But a cloud over the meet- 
ing will be the possibility that 
the recent redistricting map 
could be overturned next week 
by a panel studying an appeal 
that the political boundaries 
were drawn along racial lines.

But he remains hopeful, he 
noted, that such an alternative 
can be offered as soon as two 
roadblocks to a compromise 
can be removed. The road 
blocks, he said, are a cap on 
medical costs covered by in 
surance policies and the per 
centage of policy cost cutbacks 
demanded by the legislature.

Retiring teachers’ names revealed

Students in the Wayne- 
Westland school districts will 
have approximately 71 new 
faces to look at when they re- 
turn to school next fall. 

That’s because 71 teachers 
in the district have retired, ac- 
cording to school officials. 

School district officials of- 
fered teachers a $24,000 retire- 
ment incentive in the spring. 
By the May 7 deadline, 82 
teachers had applied, but the 
agreement allowed teachers 
seven days to rescind, accord- 
ing to Bill Taylor, associate su- 
perintendent of employee 
services. 

At least 40 teachers had to 
apply for the incentive and no 
^ more than 125 teachers could 
: take advantage of the offer. 

The incentive is expected to 
save the district approx- 
imately $2.5 million within a 
two-year-period, Taylor said. 

The retirements are being 
referred to as opportunities 
for other teachers remaining 
in the district. For the first 
time in many years, Wayne- 
Westland teachers have the 
opportunity to change posi- 
tions within the district. 

Some of the advantages of 
the incentive to the district in- 
cluded the possibility of hiring 
a younger workforce, and the 
ability to hire more minorities, 
according to Taylor said. 

“We would be able to hire a 
substantial number of new 
teachers who would come in 
with a fresh attitude and vig- 
oration,” Taylor said last 
month. “It would give this 
school district an opportunity 
to seriously look at hiring mi- 
nority staff.” 

Woman robbed 
in Canton 

A 61-year-old Canton Towns- 
hip woman lost more than 
$1,000 cash and other valu- 
ables when she was robbed 
shortly before 2 a.m.

Romulus schools 
technology praised

The Romulus School Dis- 
trict technology program was 
heaped with praise by Con- 
gressional Committee on Edu- 
cation officials last week after 
two federal officials toured 
Wick Elementary School. 

“I doubt if any school in the 
country is as well equipped 
technology- wise as Romulus,” 
Jack Jennings, general counsel 
for the congressional commit- 
tee, stated. 

“Many schools are 
equipped with five to 20 
computers,” Jennings said, 
“but witnessing the changes 
evident here and being able to 
talk to both teachers and stu- 
dents, I am greatly impressed. 

“The scope of education has 
been radically changed here 
and it is evident in the excite- 
ment expressed by both the 
staff and students. No one 
seems to be bored,” Jennings 


said. 

Explaining that the trip was 
requested by Congressman 
William Ford (D- Wayne), who 
chairs the Education Commit- 
tee, Jennings said much of na- 
tional school funding 
arrangements totaling more 
than $15 billion will be rewrit- 
ten next year and the Educa- 
tion Committee wants to know 
where such successes are oc- 
curring nationwide. 

“Romulus’ technology pro- 
gram is on the cutting edge na- 
tionally,” Jennings said, “and 
we feel that the federal gov- 
ernment should be encourag- 
ing such efforts.” 

Jennings also praised the 
Romulus school administra- 
tion, teachers and parents for 
having the courage to propose 
and support such a major edu- 
cational change. The technol- 
ogy was the result of the 
passage of a $45 million school 
referendum. 


Teachers approve contract

Retroactive paychecks for 
Romulus Community School 
District teachers who ap- 
proved a new contract last 
Thursday should be arriving 
the week of July 10, according 
to Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell. 

The te achers over- 
whelmingly approved the new 
pact by a vote of 155 to 32, with 


one abstention- 

The contract had been ap- 
proved by the Romulus School 
Board June 9. the day follow- 
ing the school board election. 

The contract had been on 
center stage during the heated 
school board campaign, with 
challengers demanding a 
quick solution to the labor 
problem. 

The contract calls for a po- 
tential 23 percent pay hike for 
teachers from 1991-94. 


The first year pay raise was 
listed at 9 percent followed by 
6 percent hikes in the second 
and third years. 

Another 2 percent hike 
could occur in the last year if 
an incentive plan could be ac- 
tivated to trim the 74 teacher 
layoff list by hiring laid off 
teachers to replace retiring 
veteran teachers or to increase 
the school calendar year to aid 
in the expanded technology’ 
program.

why the general public knew 
more about the possible land 
deal than City Council mem- 
bers. 

The question made 
McAnally bristle with anger, as 
she blasted both Raspberry 
and Councilman Randolph 
Gear, the two Black council 
members, accusing them of 
“grandstanding” and de- 
manded they “deal with the 
real issues here.. .we are losing 
many Black males to alcohol 
abuse.” 

The Salvation Army in Ro- 
mulus works to rehabilitate 
about 100 adult men suffering 
from various substance abuse 
problems. The men volunteer 
to undergo a 90-day rehabilita- 
tion program locally, Senn 
said, and the program is totally 
separate from the Department 
of Correction program. 

The mayor told Raspberry 
that the possible sale was dis- 
cussed by the council the last 


few weeks. 

She also said the exact city’ 
procedure including a public 
hearing on the land use issue 
were spelled out in the City’ 
Council packet that Raspberry’ 
and other council officials re- 
ceived six days prior to the 
June 9 meeting. 

Such a public hearing was 
listed in a memorandum from 
Community Development Di- 
rector Dennis Oakes and was 
part of the packet given to all 
city officials and the Romtdus 
Roman . 

Gear later interjected “I 
want to add to the mayor’s 
statement..we are losing many 
white males to alcohol and 
drug abuse too.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann 
Banks quieted the debate. “It 
doesn’t bother me that the 
public has questions about 
Salvation Army operations.” 

Then nodding toward Stilw- 
ell and Senn, Banks said, “I 
don’t think we have had any 
problems since the day the 
Salvation Army began serving 
here. 

“Someone has to be here to 


help. ..particularly when the 
state and federal government 
won't” Banks stated. 

Gear also asked what the 
ethnic makeup of the men be- 
ing served at the Romulus 
Adult Rehabilitation Center 
was now. Senn explained that 
the facility is serving about 100 
men, 25 percent of whom are 
black. 

Stilwell quickly added, “We 
have adult rehabilitation units 
throughout the nation, some 
are 90 percent black and 
others could be 90 percent 
white.” 

Salvation Army rehab units 
mirror the communities they 
serve, Stilwell explained, and 
don’t set racial quotas, simply 
fill the critical needs of the 
day. 

Reacting to Raspberry’s 
continued demands for a pub- 
lic hearing, McAnally said, 
“Let’s settle it with a public 
hearing and get on with the 
main issue.” 

A second public hearing 
will be scheduled by the Plan- 
ning Commission after the Sal- 
vation Army has architectural 
sketches and plans completed. 


Police nab suspect

A 21-year-old Romulus 
armed robbery suspect was ar- 
rested early Wednesday morn- 
ing after he reportedly asked a 
cab driver to take him on a 
round trip to Detroit and then 
robbed him of all his receipts. 

Police said the defendant, 
Charles Edward West, called 
for a cab at 4 a.m. from Eureka 
and Middlebelt, gave the 
driver a $40 deposit and then 
asked him to drive him to 
Outer Drive and Fort Street in 
Detroit. 


West asked the driver to 
wait for him for a few minutes, 
police said, and then asked the 
driver to drop him off at a 
dead-end street in Romulus. 

When they approached the 
dead end street, police said, he 
ordered the cab driver to turn 
off the cab. 

The cab driver refused, po- 
lice said, and the assailant 
then pulled his victim by the 
hair and placed a gun to his 
temple and demanded “empty 
your pockets or die.” 

The driver surrendered his 
cash and fled from the cab on 
foot. The victim contacted Ro- 


mulus police, who responded 
to the scene. 

After being given the sus- 
pect’s description, Sgt. Mike 
Ondejko and Office Matthew 
Robertson followed a set of 
footprints to a nearby house 
and apprehended West. 

West was arraigned before 
34th District Court Judge Will- 
iam Szlinis and $50,000 or 10 
percent bond was set. Accord- 
ing to police reports, West 
punched the wall in the hold- 
ing cell and had to be taken to 
Annapolis Hospital for treat- 
ment of bruises to his hand fol- 
lowing the court procedure. 


Homegrown comedian returns from California

Romulus comedian Toy 
Snipes, who still remembers 
playing local basketball with 
John Long of Detroit Piston 
fame, will be returning to the 
local comedy spotlight next 
week. 

Snipes, who went by his first 
name John while attending 
Romulus High School, will be 
appearing at Richie’s Comedy 
Shop in Allen Park from June 
24-28. 

He remembers switching to 
Cherry Hill High School in 
Inkster in his senior year. 
“When we played Romulus, it 
was fun getting cheered by 
fans from both schools,” he 
said. 

While the timing of this visit 
won’t allow it, Snipes usually 
visits his former Romulus 
teachers when he is in town. 
“They are the ones who contin- 
ually reminded me that I had 
the potential to succeed,” 
Snipes said, “and I want to 
continue to thank them for 
their support” 

“Romulus has changed a 
great deal since I left,” Snipes 
said, “as I lived in the coun- 
trified area of Romulus and 
drugs were not much of an is- 
sue at school in the 70s.” 

Snipes said he didn’t see 
the devastation that drug use 
could cause people until arriv- 
ing in Los Angeles. 

Now when he returns to Ro- 
mulus, Snipes said, he is dis- 
tressed to see some of his 


former classmates, even some 
who had more potential than 
he did as a youth, strung out on 
drugs. 

His days of living in the 
countryside of Romulus, serv- 
ing as a substitute teacher in 
Georgia and Florida and a 
young police recruit in Los An- 
geles provide Snipes with 
plenty of background for his 
comedy routines. 

Snipes, who began using his 
middle name “Toy” as his pro- 
fessional name, kicked off his 
comedy routines back in 1979, 
five years after graduation. 

Snipes, who writes nearly 
all his own material and inter- 
sperses it with imitations and 
sound effects, jokes about the 
occupational hazards of police 
work, entertainers, lawyers 
and school teachers. 

Romulus High School coun- 
selor A1 Wilkerson noted, 
“Snipes, who has always been 
spontaneous, can create in- 
stant humor at any time. In ad- 
dition, its refreshing to know 
he hasn’t forgotten his roots.” 

Having already headlined 
and performed in 300 clubs 
and hotels across the U.S., 
Snipes also appeared on TV in 
Remington Steele and Cagney 
and Lacey prime time shows 
and in the movies Rocky III 
and 48 Hours . 

But Snipes fears that the 
current craze of Comedy Club 
cable TV channel presenta- 
tions is having a negative ef- 
fect on clubs across the nation. 

“Many clubs are closing and 
many of the weaker comedians 


are finding no place to work,” 
Snipes said. In 1983 he was se- 
lected as the Los Angeles co- 
median of the year. 

Snipes will be visiting with 
his daughter, Shannon, 18, who 
just graduated from John 
Glenn High School in West- 
land, and will be talking to a 
number of entertainment per- 
sonnel while he is in the Mich- 


igan area. 

Snipes is busy writing books 
to widen his talents at the pre- 
sent time. One of his books You 
Know It Is Time to File for Di- 
vorce, when - , will soon be 
available. The book is filled 
with Snipes drawn sketches 
and comedy lines. 

Snipes himself is a divorced 
father. His son, John, 2, lives in 


Los Angeles. 

Faced with the same uncer- 
tainties of many his age today, 
Snipes isn’t quite sure where 
will settle next. 

“I favor the Georgia area,” 
he said, “It reminds me most of 
Romulus.” But the job market 
will have a heavy impact on his 
decision.

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Man arrested for 3 assaults

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Economic growth 
strategies proposed 


Strategies to improve the 
economic climate of Michigan 
were discussed at a meeting 
conducted in Van Buren 
Township earlier this month. 

The meeting, chaired by 
Rep. James Kosteva, featured 
presentations by Les Koska 
from the National Bank of De- 
troit, Gretchen Waters of the 
Washtenaw Development 
Council, David Cole from the 
University of Michigan Office 
of Automotive Transportation 
and Paul Courant of the U of M 
Institute on Public Policy 
Studies. 

Koska urged the state to ad- 
dress four economic factors 
when considering an economic 
development strategy: educa- 
tion, the stagnant population 
trend, the decline of mass pro- 
duction and the dispersion of 
economic activity. Koska said 
the state needs to look at new 
ways to attract people to our 
cities and encourage recycling 
of our cities and existing ur- 
ban areas. 

In his speech, Courant 
stressed the urgency to pro- 
vide good infrastructure, a sta- 


ble regulatory climate and a 
strong educational system. He 
also expressed the need to de- 
velop new markets other nan 
the dependency on the auto in- 
dustry. 

Waters asked the state to de- 
velop a consistent Economic 
Development Policy. By not 
having a clear focus and defi 
nite incentives, many busi- 
nesses are turned away from 
locating in the state, she said. 

“Overall, the speakers 
asked the legislature to get be- 
yond single issues, such as 
property tax reform, and urge 
the governor to clarify his in- 
tentions for economic develop- 
ment, ” Kosteva said. “They 
would like to see the state 
streamline its regulatory sys- 
tem and develop an environ- 
ment attractive to business 
and industry.” 

Kosteva, who chairs the 
House Committee on Eco- 
nomic Development and En- 
ergy, plans to schedule 
additional committee meet- 
ings later this year to continue 
the discussions. 


‘Dr. Death’ may 
soon learn fate

The fate of retired patholo- 
gist Dr. Jack Kevorkian, better 
known in national headlines 
as “Dr. Death,” could soon be 
decided by a Rochester Hills 
judge. 

Geoffrey Fieger, the 
Southfield-based attorney rep- 
resenting Kevorkian, said ar- 
guments for the dismssal of 
first-degree murder charges 
were heard by Judge James 
Sheehy of the Rochester Hills 
District Court this past week. 

“We waiting for the rulings,” 
Fieger said. 

The murder charges are re- 
lated to the deaths of Sherry 
Miller, 43, and Marjorie Wantz, 
58, who died Oct. 23, 1991. Kev- 
orkian was indicted for first- 
degree murder by a grand jury 
for the women’s deaths. 

Fieger said it would be diffi- 


cult to predict Sheehy’s rulings 
despite the fact another Michi- 
gan judge dismissed charges 
filed against Kevorkian in the 
death of Janet Adkins of Port- 
land, Ore. The charges were 
dismissed when the judge 
ruled there was no state law 
against assisting in a suicide. 

That doesn’t mean the 
charges will be dropped in 
Sheehy’s forthcoming ruling. 
“There’s already been a dis- 
missal of the first case and that 
didn’t set a president,” Fieger 
said. 

Even if Kevorkian and his 
attorneys win and charges are 
dropped for a second time, 
Kevorkian is facing another le- 
gal battle in the recent death 
of a Clarkston women he al- 
legedly helped commit suicide 
in May. 

“The medical examiner has 
ruled the death of Susan Will- 
iams was a homicide,” Fieger 
said, “which is preposterous.” 


Police seek clues 
in barn blaze

On June 23 t the first Out- 
back Steakhouse in the Detroit 
Metro area will open in Canton 
Township. 

“It’s the first in Michigan,” 
said Outback manager Gary 
Harchelroad.

He was an underdog, the 
son of an itinerant coal miner, 
but his determination, desire 
for perfection and willingness 
to let nothing get in his way 
allowed this Michigan official 
to become a mentor and an in- 
spiration to many. 

Secretary of State Richard 
H. Austin (D) recently visited 
residents at the Wayne Com- 
munity Center to encourage 
them to vote in the Aug. 4 pri- 
mary and Nov. 3 election. The 
event was sponsored by the 
Metro Wayne Democratic 
Club. 

“I’m delighted to be here,” 
Austin said. “I’d like you to re- 
alize how proud I am to be 
your secretary of state. Not 
very many people get to serve 
all of the people of Michigan. 

“Everyone in this room does 
business with the secretary of 
state, and you’re so loyal.” 

Austin expressed his grati- 
tude for the residents support- 
ing him during the years. 

“The group in this room, 
and in particular Cliff John- 
son, have been supportive of 
me from the first time I en- 
tered politics,” Austin said. “I 
want you to know that I am 
grateful. 

“I want to start off by saying 
not all Republican office 
holders are bad. But, I don’t 
remember ever voting for 
one.”

“They are not providing ad- 
equate health care for our 
families. They are ignoring the 
problems in our cities, schools 
and our young people.” 

Future generations will 
face a tremendous debt accu- 
mulated by the last two Repub- 
lican presidents, according to 
Austin. 

“I think another fact we 
have to realize is that these ad- 
ministrations are methodi- 
cally destroying organized 
labor,” Austin said. “Workers 
are not being adequately pro- 
tected. 

“This is an important elec- 
tion we face. It’s going to shape 
our nation’s future. You cannot 
sit this election out 

Everyone can do a little 
more to make a brighter fu- 
ture, according to Austin.

“We are not only concerned 
at the national level, but we’re 
greatly concerned at the state 
and local levels,” Austin said. 
“We are concerned that we 
maintain control of the Michi- 
gan House of Representa- 
tives.” 

Austin said Republicans 
are determined to gain control 
of the Michigan House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

“In order to win elections, 
eligible voters must cast their 
ballots,” Austin said. “Election 
turnouts have been low. This is 
the greatest democracy the 
world has ever known, but our 
voter turnouts are lower than 
they are in most other de- 
mocracies around the world.” 

U.S. residents cannot vote 
in this country unless they are 
registered. July 6 is the last 
day to register for the Aug. 4 
primary, according to Austin. 

“Issues are on our side,” 
Austin said. “The record of the 
Reagan Bush administration 
are so bad, people are wonder- 
ing if they want anyone to re- 
main in office more than one 
term.” 

Austin said democrats must 
offset and oppose the extrava- 
gance with enthusiasm. 

“It can be done with enthu- 


siasm and old fashion hard 
work,” Austin said. 

Since 1971, Austin has 
served as the Michigan Secre- 
tary of State bringing an exten- 
sive background in business, 
government, politics and vol- 
unteer community service. 

His professional experience 
includes a 30-year career as a 
practicing certified public ac- 
countant. 

Born in Alabama, Austin 
and his family moved to De- 
troit after his father died. He 
worked his way through school 
to help his mother support the 
family. 

His scholastic achievements 
and athletic excellence as a 
track star won him a scholar- 
ship to Wayne State University. 
Family circumstances, how- 
ever, forced Austin to abandon 
his scholarship. 

During the day Austin sold 
and repaired shoes and kept 
books in a shoe store. At night, 
he studied accounting at the 
Detroit Institute of Technology 
(DIT). 

Austin earned a bachelor of 
arts in business administra- 
tion from DIT. He later be- 
came the first black certified 
public accountant in Michigan. 

In 1961, Austin began his 
\ 


public service career as an 
elected delegate to the Michi- 
gan Constitutional Convention. 
In 1964, he ran for U.S. Con- 
gress, but he lost by 38 votes. In 
1966, he was elected Wayne 
County auditor. In 1969, he en- 
tered the mayoral race in De- 
troit, losing by 1 percent 
In 1970, Austin was elected 
to the statewide post of secre- 
tary of state. He has been re- 
elected five times.

Imagine a marketplace of 
ancient Biblical times where 
townspeople would buy and 
barter for handmade crafts 
and foods. The smell of can- 
dles, leather and herbs fill the 
air and the constant activity is 
testament to the success of the 
enteprenuerial spirit. 

A taste of that historic atmo- 
sphere is available this year at 
Marketplace 29 A.D. planned 
at Prince of Peace Lutheran 
Church in Westland as part of 
the vacation Bible school pro- 
gram for adults and children. 

“Instead of a plain-old Bible 
study, we wanted to trv some- 


thing different,” Holly 
Bryngelson, a parishoner, said. 

The students are divided 
into five groups, each with a 
tribal elder who gathers the 
group and teaches Hebrew 
and Jewish traditions. 

Each day, there is a 30- 
minute prayer, and then stu 
dents begin lessons in bread 
making and sew banners and 
money pouches. 

Elders send their children 
to the marketplace to learn 
how to make such crafts as 
candles, rugs, and pottery. 
There is an herb shop, candle- 
makers, potterymakers, bas- 
ketweavers and rugmakers. 
There are also dramas, danc- 
ing, music and storytelling at 


the well every night. On the 
last night of the marketplace, 
there will be a worship service 
conducted by Rev. David Bode, 
followed by an “ox” roast and 
dancing. 

“Pm not sure if it will be ox, 
but it will be some kind of beef 
that is roasted Friday night,” 
Bryngelson explained. 

Tents will be set up outside 
the church. Those who are par- 
ticipating will dress in robes 
similar to those worn in 29 
A.D. 

The event is scheduled from 
from 6 p.m. until dark June 14 
through 19 and is free to the 
public. Prince of Peace Lu- 
theran Church is located at 
37775 Palmer in Westland.
